For  Equalization 

After  an  address  on  the  tendencies 
toward  equalities  in  Utah  Schools,  by 
L.  John  Nuttall.  Jr.,  Friday  last,  at  the 
State  Board  of  Education  meeting, 
a resolution  was  passed  favoring  an 
amendment  of  the  state  constitution 
to  provide  equality  and  uniformity  in 
the  school  system  by  classification  of 
property  for  assessment  and  taxation 
purposes. 

Mr.  Nuttall,  in  urging  his  points 
stated  that  all  schools  of  the  state 
should  have  courses  of  equal  length 
that  ages  of  compulsory  attendance 
should  be  set,  that  curricula  should 
conform  in  subjects  required  and  that 
the  amount  of  supervision  and  mini- 
mum salaries  should  be  fixed.

The  program  will  consist  of  pic 
tures  of  the  new  edifice,  the  buildings 
and  campus  scenes,  accompanied  by  a 
full  program  of  the  dedication  cere- 
monies. The  program  will  prove  in 
the  future  to  be  a very  valuable  land- 
mark in  the  progress  of  Young  Uni- 
versity.

The  regular  meeting  ot  the  sopho- 
mores in  room  260-E  was  presided 
over  by  Mr.  Earl  Jones,  president  of 
the  class,  who  emphasized  the  im- 
portance of  loyal  attendance  at  all 
meetings,  considering  the  immense 
amount  of  activity  to  take  place  dur- 
ing the  coming  year. 

The  meeting  was  then  turned  over 
to  Marion  Halladay,  chairman  of  the 
committee  on  the  sale  of  class  cards, 
who  staged  a little  stunt  by  which  it 
enabled  them  to  sell  class  cards  to  a 
large  majority  of  the  class  members. 
The  system  was  carried  on  by  either 
paying  out  one  dollar  for  a card  or 
making  them  sign  their  names  on  a 
paper  with  or  without  a small  deposit 
agreeing  to  cover  the  full  ai  * 

ithin  a short  time. 

The  election  of  a chairman  for  all 
social  activities  of  the  class  was  the 
next  thing  in  order,  at  the  meeting, 
and  Marion  Halladay  was  elected 
over  James  Cullimore  and  Walter 
Daniels. 

It  was  also  announced  by  Delbert 
Groberg,  chairman  of  the  Loan  Fund 
Ball,  that  Miss  Elaine  Paxman,  head 
of  the  pageant  committee,  Joe  Allen 
cner  the  committee  on  the  dance,  and 
Lynn  Broadbent,  chairman  of  the 
ticket  selling  committee,  were  work- 
ing hard  to  put  over  an  exceptionally 
fine  ball,  and  lie  assured  the  class,  that 
the  Thanksgiving  setting  would  make 
it  a very  appropriate  affair.

The 
affirmative  charged  that  the  Coolidgc 
government  had  pursued  mistaken 
policies  in  regard  to  farm  relief,  pro- 
hibition, andj  foreign  affairs.  The 
negative  upheld  Coolidge  and  assailed 
Al  Smith  on  account  of  his  early 
training. 

The  next  debate  in  the  series  will 
be  held  on  October  30,  when  the 
question  of  farm  relief  will  be  argued. 
The  final  clash  between  the  two  camps 
will  be  on  November  2,  when  prohibi- 
tion will  be  the  topic  of  the  day.  Al’ 
the  debates  are  non-decision.

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The  freshman  class  rebellion  last  Mon- 
day brought  to  light  several  things,  which  in 
all  probability  would  have  never  been  reveal- 
ed if  such  a uprising  had  not  been  staged.

Any  class  who  takes  their  punishment 
as  every  freshman  class  must,  without  raising 
a cry  of  opposition  in  some  form  or  other, 
loses  the  respect  of  th^  upper-class  men.  Such 
a manifestation  as  was  revealed  in  the  re- 
cent outburst  is  too  good  for  words  to  de- 
scribe. If  the  freshman  class  failed  to  put 
over  its  rebellion  it  has  at  least  succeeded  in 
one  thing — they  have  won  the  admiration  of 
the  upper-class  men. 

It  reveals  also  that  the  sophomore  police 
are  capable  of  the  responsibility  placed  upon 
them,  that  of  enforcing  law  and  order.  They 
proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  and  to  the 
disgust  of  the  freshmen  that  “union  is 
strength”,  or  better  still  that  “right  is  might.” 

It  brought  to  light,  to  the  frosh  at  least, 
that  the  “Y”  traditions  are  not  to  be  trifled 
with.  If  there  is  one  thing  any  college  or  uni- 
versity holds  dear  it  is  its  traditions,  and  it 
seems  that  freshmen  have  to  be  impressed  in 
a language  stronger  than  words  that  they 
must  help  maintain  and  bear  onward  the  tradi- 
tions of  the  school.

L.  John  Nuttall,  dean  of  the  college 
of  education  of  Young  University, 
spoke  to  the  subject,  “Non-Vocational 
Motive  in  College  Education,"  before 
the  college  and  high  school  section 
of  the  Utah  Educational  Association, 
at  Salt  Lake  City,  held  last  week. 

In  developing  his  theme  Dean  Nut- 
tall  state  dthat  the  interest  seems  to 
be  increasing  in  vocational  work. 
Young  people  are  going  to  college 
for  what  the  college  has  to  offer  and 
are  then  going  back  to  work. 

Since  little  time  is  needed  to  acquire 
skill  in  the  vocation,  and  since  skill 
is  seldom  acquired  in  large  proportions 
in  college,  vocational  subjects  serve 
but  to  keep  up  the  respect  of  the  job. 

Dean  Nuttall  summed  up  his  ad- 
dress in  saying  “The  one  conclusion 
to  reach  from  such  analysis  is  that 
we  have  in  this  new  call  for  general 
education  a problem  separate  from 
that  of  professional  tfaining  and  re- 
search workers  in  the  field  of  science 
and  humanity.  To  this  problem  some 
attention  needs  to  be  given,  both  as 
guidance  in  the  secondary  schools  and 
for  teaching  standards  in  the  college."
